Ills health was bad forsev- 
oral months previous to his death, 
and his eyes were weak lor years 
prior to tho event wliieli deprived 
tlie United Stali!H of a nsefnl pnlilic 
servant Mr. Folger leaves three 
children, two daughttra and one sou.

Kurly in the snniiner inonths of 
185(i a tall fpare and rather seedy in- 
dividual cnlorad the town uf South 
(Jharlestou, Ohio, and Bought work 
as a Jonrueyman printer on the Stan- 
dard, at tliattlme the only journal in 
the place. Ilo had noiiooflho ovid- 
onco of prosperity. On the contrary, 
his clothes and u:cncral appearan.c

There is no special ehanttc in style 
of making dresses: pointed waists, 
short on tho hips, jackoU with waist- 
coat-fronts, short round Jackets, and 
round waisis with beUs, arc all fash- 
ionable.

Ue was al- 
ways laughing, and h{a Mi(i|d man- 
ners made him a fav^nte. t can't 
remember any of bis jests now, as it 
is twenty years since 1 saw or talked 
with him." 

" Can you give me any fhrthcr rem- 
iniscoiicos?" 

"While he was here," eonliuued 
Mr. Ucedcr, "lie bad a partner or 
companion, whose name I can't now 
roinembor. They did the work of 
tho Standard, as the proprietor was 
generally drunk. Getting tired of 
Ibis, they watched for a chance to get 
even with the old man. Terbaps be 
overworked them too much, or n 
fused tlicni their wages; anyway 
they determiuod to ravenge them- 
selves on him for something. Ono 
evening the owner and editor of the 
Standard got on u glorious drunk, 
lie became loud in bis general joy. 
and as usiiul, left everything to 
Browne and his partner. After the 
day's wu^-k, tliq future Artomus Wai-d 
sat down and.«ompoaed isoipe libl^ri* 
bio Jokes on the ,ab«)|>t proprietor, 
ridiculing lilm for liis empty head, 
and pieseiilint: ludicrous picturcsof 
his drunken antics. It was publislied 
in the form of a hand-bill, and scat- 
tei-ed broadcast over the streets of 
South Charleston. It was a care for 
the proprietor. Tho Standa:-d soon 
changed hands, and not long after, 
Browne left." 

I " Perhaps, he left In qbedienoe to 



Uicbmond after the ovaenatlon. His 
powers were the gift of naluie, ice- 
uiviilg no cullivaiion (^vcepl wlial the 
occurrences of ordinaiy life all'orded. 
Browne' died at thi curly agc( f 
lhlr(y-onp, while on a lour tlirouj^h 
I'^igland. Tho reniuliis we|>e brought 
.ICIM.SS (ho Atluntie and laid beside 
lliosi' of Ills fallier. His works have 
I iken their place among ti.c iiiipi ri.'-h- 
uble ollspring of genius, and wiil 
continue to leave their impress upon 
the humorous productions of his st|c« 
ocssors. Rising from a mgre compos- 
itor ut the case to the forefront of 
.Viiierii an humorists, it Is but natural 
the Soiiili Charleston people should 
feel proud of their fcllow-citizen al- 
t ojgh a generation has i a) o I hi.icj 
he lived among them.

Ilo roalizes that I have soldiers 
to back me, and that I am not a child 
any more, though he says I will live 
to be sorry for jabbing Iiini in the 
pants. He showed nitt his wound and 
had her sew it up. At first he toM 
her ho fell outof a four story window 
onto an iron picket fence, but that 
story wouldn't wash. Well, it is pret- 
ty near time to fall in for drill, and I 
must go," and the young soldier sa- 
luted the groceryman, took a i-mall 
niuskmelon and Started for camp.
